Returns to Orders of the Honourable House of Commons, dated 10th February 1824 ;—for 7 
COPIES OF ALL MEMORIALS presented, and the particulars of any Representations which may 
have been made, by any of the Parishioners of the Parish of Devenish, in the County of Fermanagh, 
to their several Diocesans, during ten years last past, respecting the re-building of a second Church, 
or Chapel of Ease, near the village of Garrioch in said Parish ; and of the Answers given thereto ; 
with a statement of any Offers of Land which may have been made, and of any Measures which 
have been consequently adopted for effecting the same, and for securing to the Protestant Inha- 
bitants of that division of the Parish the regular performance of Divine Service, as far as might be 
practicable, until such second Church should be erected ; — Of the estimated Extent of said Parish 
of Devenish, in length and breadth, with the number of Acres comprised therein, and of the 
Distance of the village of Garrioch from the Parish Church at Monea; — Of the quantity of 
Glebe Land in said parish ; and, if no Glebe House has been erected since the deficiency thereof 
was reported by the Episcopal Returns of 1820, of the reasons which prevent such Glebe House 
from being erected ; — Of the Names and places of Residence of the Incumbent, and of the Curate 
or Curates of said parish ; particularly stating whether such Residence is within said parish, and 

in the county of Fermanagh, and how long they have so resided severally : Viz.

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Copy of a LETTER from the Right Reverend the Lord Bishop of Clogher 
to the Right honourable Henry Goulburn ; dated 

SIR, 

I N obedience to the orders of the House of Commons, bearing date the 10th day 
of February 1824, I have the honour to transmit a copy of a Memorial (N° 1 .) 
from the protestant inhabitants of Kilcoe, in the parish of Devenish, addressed to 
John Killigrew Dunbar, esq. ; copies whereof were transmitted to his grace the 
Lord Primate and to me, by the said John K. Dunbar. I likewise transmit copies of 
four letters, N°‘ 1, 2, 3, 4 & 5, received by me from the said John K. Dunbar. 

No Memorial except that above-mentioned has been presented, and no repre- 
sentations except those contained in the above-mentioned letters have been made 
by any parishioners of the parish of Devenish, in the county of Fermanagh, to me, 
respecting the re-building of a second church, a chapel of ease, near the village of 
Garrison, in said parish. I have not kept copies of my answers, but they were 
expressive of my wish to have a new church built on a proper site, near the village 
of Garrison. 

The above-mentioned letters, and a letter from the Reverend Hume Lawder, 
the incumbent of the parish of Devenish, a copy of which (N° 6.) I transmit, men- 
tion all the offers of land which have been made, and have come to my knowledge. 

Memorials, representations, and offers of land of the description alluded to in the 
orders of the House of Commons, and the answers thereto, are not considered as 
documents of a public nature, nor are they registered or otherwise put on record in 
the diocese. 

I am, therefore, unable to state whether any such memorials, representations or 
offers were made to any of my predecessors during ten years last past or not, or if 
such were made, what answers were given thereto. 

Soon after my appointment to the see of Clogher, in the month of December 
1822, I was informed that a difference of opinion existed as to the proper situation 
of the proposed new church : I made every inquiry in my power, and repaired to 
the parish, and am persuaded, from the information I received and my observation 
on the spot, that the village of Garrison or its immediate neighbourhood is the most 
convenient and eligible situation for the new church, and that appears by Mr. Law- 
der’s letter (N* 6.) above-mentioned, to have been the opinion of my predecessors, 
and to be the opinion of Mr. Lawder the incumbent. If the church was built at 
Kilcoe, where Mr. Dunbar wishes to have it erected, the inhabitants of the north- 
east side of the parish would be above six miles distant from it, as they would be 
obliged to pass through Garrison to get to Kilcoe on account of a high range of 
mountains, while persons residing at Kilcoe could easily attend a church at Gar- 
rison. An eligible and convenient situation was fixed on ; but a suit has been 
depending, as I am informed, for several years, between Mr. Dunbar and certain 
other persons, respecting the property in the village of Garrison and the lands 
adjacent thereto, which would make it necessary, either that the grant of the land 
for the church and churchyard should be executed by all the parties litigant, or 
that each party should execute a separate grant. Mr. Dunbar refuses either to join 
his opponents in making a joint grant, or to execute a separate grant, unless I 
undertake not to accept a grant from his opponents. 

Divine service has been regularly performed in private houses alternately in 
remote and near quarters of the parish, and the occasional duties regularly 
attended to. 

The estimated extent of the parish of Devenish in length and breadth, and the 
distance of the village of Garrison from the parish church at Monea, are stated in 
the letter of the said Reverend Hume Lawder (N° 6.) above referred to. The num- 
ber of acres comprised in the parish is unknown, a great part of it being barren, 
uncultivated and uninhabited mountain. The quantity of glebe land in the parish 
also appears by said letter. A glebe house has been lately erected, in which the 
incumbent resides : the name of the incumbent is the Reverend Hume Lawder, 
he resides in the glebe house, within the parish of Devenish and county of 
Fermanagh. 

There are two curates of the parish, one for the Monea division ; his name is 
Reverend William Faucett, his place of residence is Silver Hill, within the Monea 
division of the parish, and in the county of Fermanagh : the other for the Gar- 
rison 
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rison division, his name is Reverend Andrew Young, he formerly resided in the 
house now occupied by Mr. Dunbar , near Garrison, but being no longer permitted to 
reside there, and being unable to procure a residence in the village of Garrison, or 
within the parish, he now resides at the town of Belleck, in the county of Fermanagh, 
within two miles of the parish.

Copy of a MEMORIAL from several of the Protestant Inhabitants of Kilcoe, 
in the parish of Devenish, respecting the re-building of a Parish Church, 
or Chapel of Ease at Garrison, in the parish of Devenish ; addressed to 
John Killigrew Dunbar, Esq. 

Sir, 

WE, the protestant inhabitants of Kilcoe on your estate, beg to call your atten- 
tion to the situation we are placed in from want of a place of worship for the service 
of the established Church, and trust you will be pleased to lay the same before the 
Right Reverend the Bishop of the diocese, particularly as we do believe we are the 
most numerous part of the protestant community in this quarter of the parish of 
Devenish ; cheerful in our payment of the tithes and dues, yet so long neglected 
in any proper place for divine worship to resort to, to the great chance of careless- 
ness taking place, to the detriment and decrease of the protestant faith in our vicinity. 

Understanding that a grant for building the church at Garrison, ( also on your 
estate,) was made in the year 1817, we are therefore more particularly induced to 
call upon you, as our resident landlord, to endeavour to forward as much as in your 
power so desirable an object for the welfare of that religion to which we are most 
firmly attached, in order that it may not suffer in these parts from want of the boon 
we crave, and which we conceive conformable to the wishes of the legislature, by 
late acts for the promulgation and support of the religion of the state throughout 
the realm, — by many grants for even building additional churches ; and although the 
vicinity of the town or village of Garrison has been, and we believe is that part fixed 
on for the site of the new church in this quarter, however we may be inconvenienced 
by its not being more central, we should by no means murmur at the distance if 
any prospect of its being immediately built there could be depended on ; but from 
the circumstance of those lands having been long in dispute, and the probable inter- 
ference of some persons at this moment desirous to prevent the accommodation of 
the protestant community hereabouts ; we do beg leave to request you will have 
the goodness to represent to the Lord Bishop, that on that part of your estate, 
where the protestants are not only more numerous, but most central to this quarter 
of the parish, (namely, Kilcoe) are ready, satisfied and anxious, should any hesita- 
tion continue to prevail so as to prevent the immediate building of a church at 
Garrison, to surrender to you, our landlord, forthwith sufficient ground of any of 
our holdings under you for the site of a church and burial ground, being on that 
part of your estate where no disputed title can reach it, and being little more than a 
mile from the site hitherto pointed out ; and trust you will take into consideration as 
well our want of a church for several years, as there being no burial ground within 
several miles of us within our convenient reach, or in the parish, and in which our 
curate does not reside ; all of which induces us to submit this our supplication to 
your consideration and care, particularly as if we may be relieved no time should be 
lost while the season for building may continue, otherwise another year must pass 
over ere any work of the kind can take place.

I certify that this is a true copy of a letter sent to me at Garrison in May last, to 
which there was annexed the signatures of above forty respectable protestant 
parishioners, and which I transmitted to the Right Reverend the Bishop of Cloeher 
of the above date. b

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Major Dunbar cannot avoid giving his opinion, that had not the rector been 
determined to take the building of the church into his own hands, and expend the 
entire of the sum granted, and employ the architect building the glebe of the parent 
church for him, that the competition which would naturally have taken place 
( several being reatjy to give in proposals at a decreased rate,) it would not only have 
been undertaken and built at less expense to the Board of First Fruits, but the delay 
occasioned in waiting the convenience of an architect would have been obviated, 
and this work of religious necessity long since in progress.

Copy of a LETTER from John Killigrew Dunbar, Esq. to the Right Reverend 
the Lord Bishop of Clogher ; dated Clanbrassel Place, 31st March 1823. 

My Lord, 

AS in the matter I am about to take the liberty of submitting to your Lordship, 
I could not think of acting on without consulting you on its propriety, I trust I may 
be excused this trespass on your valuable time. 

The protestant inhabitants of my estate in Fermanagh, on which (from the long, 
want of a church) have occasionally had service performed at different farmers 
houses on Sundays, preventing (from certain party feelings') the congregating the 
entire at one time, and there being no church within eight miles, have requested me, 
having established and built a school-house on my estate, nearly ready for 
occupation, large, comfortable and central, to permit it to be made use of for 
divine service on Sundays, until a church may be built in the vicinity. 

As resting with myself, so far from having the smallest objection to accede to 
this request, it would extremely gratify me, and only hesitate on the propriety of 
doing so, particularly as it might become requisite to apply to the officiating curate 
for his acquiescence, who, being one of the parties evicted by me in legal procedure, 
might, most probably, as if emanating from me, confound in this matter worldly with 
spiritual interests ; but as it is not on my part done, but with the true wish and 
intention of promoting religious views, it would most likely become requisite that 
such should be authorized by the proper directing power, which occasions this 
application to your Lordship as in your diocese. 

Most particularly, having already made the offer of my own house for the above- 
named purpose on Sundays, during the want of a church, which was refused ; but 
as the place now mentioned is intended for a public and useful purpose, if not 
contrary to established rule (on a matter of such necessity) could not, I conceive, 
produce any reasonable reluctance to a measure only intended for general good.

Copy of a LETTER from John Killigrew Dunbar, Esq. to the Right Reverend 
the Lord Bishop of Clogher; dated gth April 1823. 

My Lord, 

THE Reverend Mr. Lawder having done me the honour to call on me, and 
mentioning a proposition for my acquiescence relative to the church to be built 
at Garrison, I feel it a duty I owe to your Lordship, as well as myself, in order to 
prevent further misconception, to .state, That I never will directly or indirectly 
sanction or grant any part of my estate for the above purpose, unless taken on 
such title as I can of myself give, which, if not looked upon sufficient without a 
prospective one, on the chance of my being defeated in the pending litigation, must 
be done w'ithout. 

I beg to observe to your Lordship at the same time, that if in the site of the church I 
consulted my own and family’s convenience, and the probable advantage of improving 
the principal town on my estate, the immediate vicinage of Garrison would be the place 
I should naturally recommend ; therefore, my object in proposing any other site has, 
I declare, been solely to prevent the disgrace in a protestant country of the want of a 

place 
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place of Worship for such a length of time continuing any longer ; and when I con- 
templated that but one mile of good road interfered to prevent the certainty of a good 
title, and that from my necessary knowledge as a resident magistrate, that it became 
certainly more convenient to the protestant part of this quarter of the parish, I was 
particularly induced to make the offer, which had in it no other motive than the general 
good of the community ; for permit me to state to your Lordship, that admitting I 
am unsuccessful in retaining possession of the Garrison property, it would even 
then become necessary, as well from the tenor of the grant, ( now held by me to hare 
been fraudulently obtained,) as the being lord of the manor , and having the fee of 
the estate in me, to have my acquiescence in such a grant as the Board of First Fruits 
would receive. 

Whether the original site where the church stood was consecrated or not I will 
not venture to state, but if it was, and the grant forthcoming, it is not in my power 
(even were it my wish) to object to a legal right, let the situation be what it may ; 
and as a chUrch, in the matter in question if the title can be traced and made good, 
were it even to break into my own premises, I will most cheerfully come forward 
in even,' assistance within my power for so desirable an object ; but in doing so, 
I again protest against subscribing to any measure in which my right as proprietor 
of an estate can be affected in the highest degree by any act of mine.

Copy of a Letter from John Killigrew Dunbar, Esq. to the Right Reverend 
the Lord Bishop of Clogher; dated Garrison House, 21st June 1823. 

My Lord, 

WITH every feeling of respect towards your Lordship, the implication of the onus 
resting with me, by not consenting to the measure proposed for granting land for a 
church here, calls on me to enter into further intrusion on your Lordship than I 
could wish, save that it may lead to remove some of the objections to forwarding 
an object so much desired (I am convinced) as well by your Lordship as myself. 
May I beg to state, that previous to my impeaching the property I now hold, 

I have every reason to conclude my opponents wished to draw me into an acquiescence 
in support of their own cause, which might have been fatal to me ; and that in con- 
sequence my bar, consisting of the first legal opinions in this country, not only 
advised me to have no kind of connection in acts with them, directly or indirectly, 
but to prosecute any attempt of theirs to deteriorate my title even in expectancy : thus, 
my Lord, however willing to accede to any proposal of your Lordship’s, the condi- 
tions laid before me became a fat bar to my anxious wish in this way to accom- 
modate your Lordship. The church being at Garrison, I never had an objection to ; 
but when my title became a matter of dispute, I offered any other part of my estate 
for the purpose, my sole wish being, the preservation of the protestant religion in 
these parts ; and as but little more than a mile, and in the most protestant and 
populous part, I did hope contention on this matter would have been at an end, 
notwithstanding the information your Lordship had received, either from the rector 
(who by his own account knows but little of this part of the parish,) or from Mr. 
Haire, who most probably knows less ; and who being both connections of the party 
adverse to me, are most likely influenced by the wishes of their relations, which, if 
the church being built at Garrison be one of them, I cannot see the necessity of 
the measure proposed, as I believe I have before stated : that if even dispossessed, 
my acquiescence would become requisite, and sure of that , by any grant now of 
mine while in possession, the church would be not only where they affect to wish it, 
but secured by permanent title ; and indeed my Lord, I should doubt the sanity of 
any body such as the Board of First Fruits, who would conceive themselves better 
secured by such an heterogeneous lease as the opposing party could grant, which not 
only embraces a legal incongruity in two acts for the same purpose, but being 
reversionary, on a mere and by no means probable expectancy binding on the 
assignees of bankrupts, and trustees of minors, with an heir-at-law staring them in 
the face, the present parties being all illegitimate , so I do suppose not less than 
twenty persons must be concerned in the grant.

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As to the church being moved off my estate, if sufficiently contiguous to the pro- 
testant commum y, the object of having one is so great, that for my own part I 
should not let fall a murmur on the occasion; but I really think, however it might 
ead to the conversion of Roman Catholics, (for if moved it must be amongst them) 
it will become a church without a protestant congregation, as the feelings of the 
Sfoj* 1 body o( ‘ he ™’ as weil as distance, may militate against that attendance to 
religious worship I am assured it is your Lordship’s particular desire to promote

Copy of a COMMUNICATION from the Reverend Hume Letwder, 
Incumbent of the parish of Devenish. 

First Order. 

THE present Incumbent was instituted to the parish of Devenish in March 
1820, and came to reside in the following May. On his coming, he found the 
church of Garrison in a very dilapidated state, and that the Board of First Fruits had, 
previous to that time, given a grant for the building a new church at Garrison,; and 
that Dr. Porter, the then Bishop of Clogher, had gone to Garrison, and upon the 
most particular inquiry, and seeing the different situations, Major Dunbars among 
the rest, he fixed upon a situation close to the village of Garrison, commonly called 
the Calf Park : that the then possessors, and supposed proprietors of the ground, 
being the co-heiresses of Mr. Hamilton, had agreed and assented to give the ground 
fixed upon by Dr. Porter ; but as the property was then litigated, it was thought 
necessary to have the joint conveyance of Major Dunbar, the landlord of the estate, 
and the claimant to the present possession, along with the present possessors, and 
which he, Major Dunbar, positively denied to give, and for whidh reason the church 
was not then built, there not being any other ground in the parish central in situation, 
which did not belong to that contested property, where a church could be built for 
mutual and general accommodation : that divine service was then performed in the 
old church, and for a length of time after : that some time after Major Dunbar got 
possession of the property, and upon his getting possession, he, Major Dunbar, wrote 
to incumbent his wish to have a church built, and incumbent went there, and with the 
approbation and consent of Major Dunbar, fixed upon a new situation for the church, 
he, Major Dunbar, not wishing to have it where Bishop Porter fixed upon, it being in 
his demesne : that the situation fixed upon and chosen by incumbent was in every 
respect commodious, and close to the village of Garrison, and which situation 
Major Dunbar had himself measured, mapped, and laid off half an acre -of ground, 
and sent the map of said ground and situation to incumbent ; and said, he was 
willing to give any conveyance or lease of the ground which might be required of 
him : that incumbent engaged an architect to build the church, and brought him 
there, and gave the map of said situation to Mr. William Irwin, an attorney, to 
make out the conveyance, and whatever other papers were necessary on such an 
occasion : that the consent and conveyance of both parties being necessary to the 
surety of the property, Major Dunbar refused to give any lease or conveyance, 
unless his own conveyance alone was taken, the property being then, as now, in 
litigation : that Major Dunbar was always anxious to have the church built in a situa- 
tion perfectly inconvenient to the other parts of the parish, his own tenements on 
that part of the property excepted : that the situation offered by Major Dunbar 
would bring some of the parishioners six miles instead of three and a half, and the 
major part four instead of less than two : that Bishop Jocelyn went there with in- 
cumbent, and saw the different situations ; that he approved the one fixed upon 
by incumbent, and desired him to get a conveyance from both parties, which he 
Major Dunbar denied to give, — the other parties were always ready and willing to 
give every accommodation : that divine service was regularly performed alternately 
in a farm-house in the far and near parts of that division of the parish, and the 
occasional duties regularly attended to : that the present bishop, on coming to the 
see, and the state of the Garrison division of the parish reported to him, was most 
particularly anxious to have a church built there : that in April last, 1823, he sent 
incumbent to Major Dunbar, in Dublin, to know if he would give a conveyance of 
the ground ; that Major Dunbar told incumbent, that if any other conveyance than 
his own was looked for, he would give none ; that incumbent reported the same to 
the bishop : that the present Bishop of Clogher, on coming to the country, went to 
Garrison, and inspected the situation, and got every information from different 
people, well qualified to inform him of the number of protestant inhabitants in the 
different parts : that on the most thorough investigation, he considered that there was 
no other situation eligible to build the church in, but the village of Garrison, or 
near to it : that not being able to have a surety from Major Dunbar, he applied to 
the Marquis of Ely to give a situation, which, though not in the parish at present, 
might be exchanged into it, it being quite convenient, and which is now in forward- 
ness to be perfected.

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Second Order. 

That the supposed length of the parish of Devenish is about twelve miles, and 
the major part of which is wild and barren mountain : that the breadth is about two 
and a half miles, the number of acres incumbent cannot ascertain, there being no 
map of the parish, or of the county. The church of Monea is seven miles from 
Garrison, six miles of which is barren and uncultivated mountain. 

Third Order. 

The quantity of glebe land in the parish of Devenish is four hundred acres, con- 
sisting of plaw, bog and pasture. Incumbent, on coming to the parish, did not find 
any glebe-house ; but has now built a good house and offices, and is resident on 
his glebe. 

Fourth Order. 

That Incumbent has been constantly resident upon his parish since he was insti- 
tuted to it : that the curate of Monea, the Reverend Wm. Faucett, is resident in the 
parish, and the name of his place is Silver Hill : that the curate ol Garrison, the 
Reverend Andrew Young, is resident in Belleck, about two miles from the parish ; 
that he resided in the house which Major Dunbar now resides in ; and not being 
able to find any residence in the village or parish, he resides at Belleck until he can 
either find or build one. Belleck is in the county Fermanagh also.
